PASSAGE FOLLOWS | 
THREE WEEKS’ DEBATE 


Navy Personnel of 120,000 
Is Reaffirmed — People 
Are Too Heavily Taxed, 
Georgian’s Claim.

Washington, June 1.—The senate 
after more than three weeks of de- 
bate, has passed the naval appro- 
priation bill, providing for the ex- 
penditure of $495,000,000 during the 
12 months beginning July 1. 

As finally adopted late Wednes- 
day by a vote of 54 to 17, the bill 
was in substantially the same form 
as when it was reported out by the 
committee on naval affairs. All ef- 
forts of economy advocates to re- 
duce the size of the appropriation 
were defeated, except that the pro- 
vision for spending $1,500,000 to 
begin construction of a naval base 
at Alameda, Cal., was stricken out. 

The bill carries the amendment of 
Senator Borah, authorizing and re- 
questing the president to discuss 
with representatives of Great Britain 
and Japan the possibility of limit- 
ing naval constructions over a 
period of five years. 

120,000 Men. 

It provides for navy personnel of 
120,000 men, 20,000 more than the 
house had authorized. 

It allots $90,000,000 for the con- 
struction of naval vessels in con- 
tinuation of the 1916 building pro- 
Kram; increases the amount for 
a\':tion and provides for construc- 
tion of two airplane carriers. 

The bill also authorizes a con- 
tinuation of work on the vy dock 
at Charleston, 8S. C. The senate 
restored this provision, after having 
yreviously. voted to suspend work 
until 1924, as the result of a vigor- 
ous fight carried on by southern 
democrats, A similar attempt, ex- 
pected with regard to the Alameda 
-base which had also provoked much 
arvrument, did not materialize. 

The bill now goes to conference 
with the house, where differences 


between the two chambers will be{ 


adjusted. The senate increased the 
amounts the house appropriated by 
$100,000,000, and the lower chamber 
is expected to resist these increases, 
$15,000,000 of which is for the. 20,000 
additional personnel. The houée 
also has ideas of its own about dis- 
armament, and an attempt will be 
made to broaden the Borah amend- 
ment to include all nations, and 
land forces as well as sea, Senators 
are ovposed to any alterations in 
the amendment. ' 
House Can Delay Bill. 

The house, in opposing senate in- 
creases, could tie up the bill for 
more than 30 days. This would 
mean the navy would find itself 
without funds at the beginning of 
the fiscal year, and great confusion 
would result. : 

In the last hours of debate the 
senate again refused to support a 
renewed attempt by economy ad- 
vocates to cut the personnel to 
100,000. It voted down, without a 
record vote, three amendments of 
Senator King, of Utah—these would 
suspend work on six dreadnaughts 
and five cruisers, and reduced the 
appropriation for fuel.

Tulsa, Okla., June 1.—Race riots 
today resulted in the death of 80 or 
more persons, including nine whites, 
according to estimates by the po- 
lice, and in the destruction of ten 
blocks of homes in the negro quar- 
ter. Despite the placing of the 
city under martial law today, desul- 
‘tory firing continued during the aft- 
ernoon, but the city this afternoon 
was comparatively quiet. Four 
companies of the national guard 


on duty. i 

The reported death list grew all 
day. At noon the chief of police 
notified Governor Robertson at 
Oklahoma City that the total was 
75. In one statement Major Charles 
W. Baley, of the police department, 
put the figure at 175, saying he 
believed many negroes had been 
burned to death in their homes. Of 
the nine white men known to have 
been killed, five have been identi- 
fied as follows:

QUTLINES IDEALS 
FORCITY SCHOOLS 


Professor W. A. Sutton 
Condemns Stinginess of 
People in Opposing “Ed- 
ucational Evangelism.” — 


Outlining his ideals of the Atlan- 
ta public school system, Prof. W. A. 
Sutton, recently elected head of the 
schools, declared before 100 social 
workers Wednesday that he favored 
preparation for those who come to 
the schools, carrying the schools to 
those who have not yet been reach- 
ed and taking the schools to those 
who cannot come to te schools. He 
said these three functions are what 
the Atlanta schaol system should 
take. 

“First, the system should take 
care of those who come to the 
schools. ‘We have done that. We 
have the finest set of teachers in 
America. Their culture, refinement, 
willingness and co-operative spirit 
demonstrated during all the upheav- 
als of the last few years, has proy- 
en them unequaled. They have dohe 
their work and they have done it 
well,” he said. 

The second phase is carrying the 
schools to those not yet reached. 
He said’ he had been warned not 
to enter upon a campaign to get all 
the boys in high schools who ought 
to be there on the ground that At- 
lanta does not have the school fa- 
cilities to accomodate them. He 
condemned this “lack of vision” 
and condemned the stinginess of 


evangelism.”

Fulton Planning 
To Pat Convicts 
On Merit System 


Reward for Good Behavior 
Will Be Payment of Dollar 
a Month. 


Within the next month Fulton 
county commissioners will take ac- 
tion with reference to placing the 
convicts now,.working in_ this 
county on a merit system and pay- 
ing each convict oné dollar per 
month if he does not get more than 
five demerits during that period. 

The proposed plan was made in 
the form of: a recommendation by 
the public works committee, which 
is composed of Paul S. Etheridge, 
chairman of the commission, Dr. W.: 
L. Gilbert, chairman of the ‘public 
works committee, and Oscar Mills, 
who has served in the capacity of 
chairman of the board and of the 
public works committee. 

The recommendation could have 
been adopted at the meeting as the 
three commissioners recommending 
it constitute a majority of the 
board, but the committeemen stated 
that they wanted the vote to be 
unanimous on this proposition as 
they considered it a great step for- 
ward in managing convicts. 

Action Is Postponed. 

At the request of Captain Georgé 
Hope, the commission voted to hold 
the matter over for a few days un- 
til he has time to look into it. 

The recommendation follows: : 


The committee on public works recom- 
mended to the board that each prisoner 
confined in the Fulton county chaingang, 
be allowed the sum of $1 a month, begin- 
ning with June 1, 1921, upon the following 
conditions and stipulations: 

1. The above is to be awarded upon what 
is know as the merit system. 

2. Five demerits in any one month shall 
deprive the individual or individuals receiv- 
ing the same from participating in the 
award. ‘ 

3. Where guilty of violating one of the 
rules to the extent that corporal punish- 
ment must be inflicted to maintain dis- 
cipline, such individual or individuals shall 
be deprived from -participating in the award 
for two months. 

4. Failure to obey orders from the prop- 
er authorities in charge, or violating any 
of the rules as embodied in rule book fur- 
nished by the state prison board, or one of 
the specific rules issued by the warden 
of Fulton county, shall constitute a de- 
merit. 

5. All sums accruing to a prisoner under 
the. above. system shall be paid upon com- 
pletion of sentence of such prisoner, and 
oftener should the warden so recommend. 


Collier Favoring System. 
Warden Charles Collier spoke in 
favor of the system, stating that 


there were twenty seven life term 


negro convicts and/ six whites. 
Some of these men he said, have 
never had a visit, nor a letter since 
they have been in. Fulton county 


and several have been here as long 
as fifteen years. 

Mr. Collier told the board that 
some of these life term convicts 
an a number of the long termed 
prisoners have frequently begged 
a little tobacco from other convicts 
who were more fortunate and had 
relatives who supplied them with 
money and tobacco. 

If the county should offer this 
dollar a month to prisoners who 
live up to the provisions of the 
recommendation, it would’ give 
them something to work for and 
make them less dissatisfied with 
— surroundings, added the war- 
en. 

Commissioner Charles Turner 
stated that he was not in favor of 
the recommendation, that™ he 
thought the money could be spent 
to better advantage elsewhere in 
the county, and that while he was 
in favor of abolishing corporal 
punishment, he did not believe in 
paying any money out of the coun- 
ty treasury to the convicts. Mr. 
Turner stated that any such action, 
in his opinion. would be illegal. 

Commissioners Etheridge and 
Gilbert stated that while the 
amount involved was small they 
thought the system would prove 
of benefit to the county and that if 
every prisoner could win the dol- 
lar each month it would bea step 
forward. 

Commissioner Hope stated that 
he wanted time to look into she 
subject, so it was agreed to defer 
action until later in the month. 


$400,000 PROVIDED 
FOR BUYING LAND

Washington, June 1.—(Spectal.) 
Provision of $400,000 to pay for the 
acquisition of land at Camp Ben- 
ning, Ga., is made in the second 
deficfency appropriation bill report- 
ed by the senate appropriations 
committee. It is estimated that 
fully this amount has been ren- 
dered in judgments by the federal) 
court for land condemned to make 
Camp Benning, and the amount is 
made available out of money al- 
ready appropriated for the quarter- 
master corps. Senator William J. 
Harris is a member of the sub- 
committee of the senate appropria- 
tions committee, and hopes to see 
the item finally passed in a few 
days. Secretary Weeks of the war 
department, has assured Senator 
Harris of the efforts of the depart- 
ment to expedite action.

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OLD LIQUOR ACTS 
VOID UNDER DRY 
LAW. SAYS GOURT 


Congress Did Not Intend 
Old Revenue Measures 
on Liquor Traffic to 
Stand, Opinion Holds. 


DECISION RETURNED 
IN OREGON CASE 


Demurrer to Indictment 
Against Accused Man Is 
Upheld—Lower Court Is 
Reversed. 


Washington, June 1.—Various in- 
ternal revenue laws enacted prior 
to adoption of the eighteenth 
amendment and designed to cover 
illicit distilling, have been supersed- 
ed and -annulled by the amendment 
and the Volstead act. the supreme 
court held today. 

The court sustained the United 
States district court in Oregon in 
quashing an indictment, under the 
old statutes, against Boze Yugino- 
vich and Cousin Boze Yuginovich 


on the ground that no offense had, 


been charged under the Volstead 
act. 

Miss Anette Adams, assistant at- 
torney-general,’ who appeared ‘for 
the government, in referring the 
case before the supreme court, said 
the effect of the decision would be 
to abate prosecution in a number 
of cases in which indictments were 
similarly based, and possibly cause 
the remittance of fines imposed in 
cases already decided contrary to 
today’s ruling. 

Supports Dry Forces. 

On the other hand, Wayne B. 
Wheeler, counsel for the Anti-Sa- 
loon League of America, took the 
stand tonight that the decision 
would serve as further support for 
the dry forces. In the course of its 
opinion, the court agreed with the 
lower tribunal in holding that con- 
gress “manifested an intention to 
tax liguor illegally as well as le- 
gally produced.” 

“The decision of the court sus- 
taining the prohibitive tax features 
of the Volstead act and the revenue 
laws is a-hard blow at the illegal 
dealers,’ Mr. Wheeler’s statement 
said. “Over $25,000,000 were in- 
volved in this decision, and a still 
larger amount involved in possible 
assessments for the next year. If 
these sections of the law are prop- 
erly used, they will put out of busi- 
ness all financially responsible !llic- 
it liquor dealers.” 

The only question before the 
court, the government conceded, was 
whether the lower court had erred 
in deciding that the laws on which 
the indictments were based had 
been repealed by the advent of na- 
tional prohibition. 

“Reports Inconsistency.” 

“The Volstead act,” the opinion 
rendered today said, “in its, first 
Sentence reports all prior acts to 
the extent of their inconsistency 
with the national prohibition act. 

“In construing penal statutes, it 
is the rule that later enactments 
repeal former ones practically cov-

| Austrian Cabinet Resigns. 


Refuses to Accept Con- 
sequences of Proposal to 
Unite With Germany. 


Oppeln, Upper Silesia, June 1.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—A grave 
Situation is reported at Beuthen, 
where the Germans attacked the 
French garrison. 

Sharp fighting followed, in which 
the Germans were repulsed. A num- 
ber of them were killed. 

The Poles, who also were fighting 
the Germans, made an effort to help 
the French. The Frénch, however, 
refused this aid, and themselves 
fought the Poles. 

In heavy fighting this afternoon 
in the Posnowitz woods, near Gross- 
Strehlitz,the Poles were compelled 
to fall back before the onslaught of 
the Germans. 

Twelve Germans Killed. 

The Germans report their cas- 
ualties as 12 dead and 31 wounded, 
who were taken to Krappitz. The 
Poles left 130 dead on the field. 
Their wounded were temovyed. 

The police forces were entrenched 
deep in the forest, and the Germans 
were in the open. Eventually the 
Germans entered the first, and des- 
perate fighting insued at close 
range with machine guns, irifles and 
revolvers. 

Tonight the Poles had fallen back 
still further. 


AUSTRIAN CABINET 
MEMBERS RESIGN. 

Vienna, June 1.—The Austrian 
cabinet has resigned, refusing to 
accept the consequences of the pro- 
posed plebiscite as to whether Aus- 
tria should join a union with 
Germany. 


REDS TO MAKE 
CHANGES IN OFFICIALS. 

Tokio, June 1.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—Dispatches from Vladi- 
vostok, which was captured re- 
cently by anti-bolshevist troops, are 
to the effect that the new provi- 
sional government set up in the 
city will make sweeping changes of 
officials, preliminary to taking over 
control of the maritime province. 

A new assembly is to be convoked 
in July, according to the reports. 
The legislation to be considered by 
the assembly will include revival of 
the industries of the region, reha- 
bilitation of the currency, improve- 
ment of communications. protection 
of the rights of farmers to work the 
land in accordance with the land 
apportionment system which pre- 
vailed before the revolution; pro- 
tection of anti-bolsheviski farmers; 
division of the state administration 
into perfectural and village assem- 
blies, and non-interference by the 
military in politics.

senate today.

ROAD WORK PLAN 


Promise toGive Necessary 

Frontage for Widening 
Thoroughfare Made by 
Citizens. 


COUNTY COMMISSION 
TO BE ASKED FOR AID 


Petition Will Be Started 
at Once to Obtain ‘Sig- 
natures of Citizens for 
Frontage. 


The movement to widen and _to 
pave the Howell Mill road ‘for the 
entire length of the thoroughfare, 
from Marietta street to Pace’s Ferry 
road, received a great bovust last 
night at an enthusiastic meeting of 
residents and property owners, held 
at Puckett’s hall, at which speak- 
ers expressed the belief that there 
would be no opposition to the plan, 
and at which it was announced that 
petitions would be started at once 
to obtain the necessary pledges of 
frontage. 

Four weeks ago a committee com- 
posed of Paul Vose, chairman; B. 
Bettie and J. E.. Alexander, appeared 
before the county commissioners on 
behalf of the community in regard 
to the. proposed improvement. 

The commissioners seemed to fa- 
vor the plan, and it is stated told 
the committee that if it could get 
a petition signed by a two-thirds 
majority of property owners, the 
commission would take steps to un- 
dertake this work. The plan is to 
secure an additional five feet on 
each side of the road, making it ten 
feet wider, and to have the entire 
portion paved. 

Not a New Plan. 

The project is by no means a new 
one. Two years ago it was brought 
up, but interest and co-operation 
were lacking 4nd it was abandoned, 
only to be revived a year later with 
similar results. 

This time, however, residents of 
the community are determined that 
nothing shall deter them from their 
purpose. They assert that the road 
is used by thousands as a means of 
entering and departing from the 
city, and if widened -will greatly re- 
lieve congestion.on other roads in 
the northern section of the county. 

A petition will be drawn up dur- 


erty owner On the thoroughfare will 
be approached witn the request that 
he cede five feet frontage on both 
sides of the road. Little, if any op- 
position, is expected. 

Friends of this movement say that 
since the last attempt to bring 
about a materializafion of the plan, 


practically all of the property own- 
ere who at that time refused to gon- 
cur in the project and sign the pe- 
tition have changed their minds And 
are now heartily. in favor of the wid- 
ening project. ‘ 

Ten Feet Are Wanted. 


It was stated at the meeting that 
upon the granting of the five feet 
on each side by individual property 
holders, their liability would cease 
and that the rest of the work would 
be by the county commissioners. 

Residents would therefore lose 
nothing but the ten feet, and rather 
than counting that as lost, it would 
be more Of an asset, since the im- 
provement of. the thoroughfare 
would materially enhance their 
property, it was argued. 

Only one portion of the road is 
causing any apprehension. This is 
the property owned by the city, and 
upon which e city reservoirs are 
loeated. For about ten blocks, be- 
ginning at the White Provision 
company’s plant and. extending to 
the Seaboard railway bridge ten 
feet on the side adjoining the new 
reservoir will be asked from coun- 
cil. J. W. Maddox, Howell Mill road 
property holder, and an ardent sup- 
porter of the plan, was appointed 
a committee of one to put the propo- 
sition before council during the 
coming week, 

About sixty residents were present 
at the meeting Wednesday even- 
ing. A rising vote was taken to find 
out if opposition was to be antici- 
pated from any source. To a man, 
they agreed not only to give the 
necessary amount of frontage, but 
to assist in any way, financlal of 
otherwise, to put the project over 
the top.

Berlin, June 1.—Chancellor Wirth, 
in his reparation speech delivered 
to the reichstag Wednesday after- 
noon, has promulgated a series of 
economic rules and policies through 
which the German nation can hope 
to pay her debts and yet maintain 
her economic independence and sta- 
bility. 

It is a program of economy, of 
taxation levelled at luxury, of in- 
creased production both by industry 
and agriculture, of governmant bo- 
nuses and rewards for hard work, 
and of “fines” for irmdolence or un* 
systematic cultivation. 

“The sums to be paid in repara- 
tions,” he declared, “can be extract- 
ed only by creating an economic bal- 
ance. We must increase our pro- 
duction and reduce our expenses to 
the utmest, in our manufactures. 
We must limit all imports, especial- 
ly luxuries, as far as is possible, 
through customs tax measures. To 
this end we should have sovereign- 
ty Over our customs borders.

IN OKLAHOMA WAR

Several thousand negroes were as- 
sembled at convention. hall, the 
baseball park and the police sta- 
tion and there guarded. Orders 
were issued for the disarming of all 
persons not belonging to the guard 
or specially deputized persons. 
Soldiers in City. 

Detachments of the _ national 
guard were scattered about the city 
at strategic points, especially about 
the negro quarter where 10,000 to 
12,000 negroes, it is estimated, make 
their homes. Nearly half that num- 
ber are now under guard. ’ 

Dick Rowland, the negro whose 
arrest led to the disturbance, was 
removed from the city to an une 
named place. Officials declared he 
would be given a speedy trial. 

Prompt medical attention was giv- 
en to the wounded, negroes as wel) 
as whites, at local hospitals, and 
dressing stations. Civic organiza- 
tions and organizations who volun- 
teered their services cared for the 
negro refugees, to whom ice water 
and sandwiches were served 
throughout the day. Special care was 
given to the aged and infirm and 
a call was sent to nearby towns 
for available nurses. 

Fighting Spreads. 

Following the firing of the first 
shot last night at Sixth and Boulder 
streets, the fighting spread to vari- 
Ous parts of the city including the 
business section. At one time two 
thousand armed white men were re- 
ported to have engaged the negroes. 

Railroad stations were the scene 
of several encounters and a num- 
ber of casualties resulted when 
trains were fired upon. Women and 
children huddled together in tne 
stations, seeking safety behind 
marble wainscoting. In addition to 
the negroes under guard at Con- 
vention hall and elsewhere, twenty- 
four negro prisoners were in the 
city jail.

The town is dazed. It all came 
so quickly. It all came so quicly 
that the south part of the city hard- 
ly yet realizes what happened last 
night in,the center of town, and 
what the great cloud of smoke at 
the north end of the city repre- 
sents. \ 

But they will learn, as the woMd 
will learn, that that vast cone- 
shaped .cloud probably represents 
the worst race war conducted in the 
shortest span of time in the history 
of race wars in this land. 

It has been a hideous thing. It !s 
not Tulsa. It is not Tulsa’s way. 
Té cannot be condoned, and _ the 
splendid constructive spirit of Tul- 
sa manifested itself as soon as the 
city beheld the awful scene bythe 
light of day.

FYPRESS DENEES DELAY

Washington, June 1.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The 
American Railway Expre8Ss com- 
pany denies that their service from 
Georgia. to the east delays ship- 
ments aS compared withthe routes 
of the newly formed Southeastern 
Express company, with headquar- 
ters in Atlanta. 

The complaint of circuitous rout- 
ing of express is now under con- 
sillstation by the Interstate Com- 
merce commission. following fol- 
lowing a request of Senator Har- 
ris, of Georgia, acting for R. H. 
Black, manager of the Consolidat- 
ed Apple Growers’ association, Cor- 
nelia, Ga. They complained that 
shipments from Cornelia as now 
routed, instead of over the South- 
ern. railway, caused several hours 
delay in reaching eastern points. 

Vice-President Elliott, of the 
American company, defends his 
company in'‘a letter to the com- 
mission, which was given to Sena- 
tor Harris today. It says: 

“We have received through your 
commission, and from other 
sources, more than fifty similar 
complaints, but upon taking the 
matter up with the complainants 
they have so far been unable to 
furnish us with any specific in- 
stances of delay. which indicates 
to us that someone interested in 
the Southeastern Express company 
has talked to them and led thém 
to believe that our service is not 
as good as that of the other com- 
pany, but which is not backed up 
with facts.” 

The particular Georgia complaint 
presented by Senator Harris is that 
express shipments from Nacoochee, 
Georgia on the Gainesville and 
Northwestern railway, are delayed 
in reaching New York, by being 
routed to Gainesville and Athens, 
to the east over the Seaboard Air 
Line railway, instead of Gainesville 
and dir--t to Washington over the 
Southern. The Southeastern  Ex- 
Press company operates on all 
points of the Southern railway. 

The commission informed Sena- 
tor Harris that: “The genefal sub- 
ject is still being handled through 
informa] channels and it is hoped 
that by such procedure and circuit- 
ous routing that may be found to 
result in less efficient service to 
shippers or consignees will eb 
avoided.” 

The Southeastern Express 
pany complained to the_ inter- 
state commerce commission to- 
day that the American Express 
company refuses to join with 
the complaining company in 
handling express between points in 
the southeast and territories north 
of the Ohio river’ and Potomac 
rivers, or

Cars Change Route. 

Adding to the acuteness of the 
situation, the three trolley lines 
using the bridge changed their 
routes temporarily to the Broad 
street bridge.

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A JUST VERDICT.

liams, was recently found guilty 
<Yof murder and sentenced to spend 
the remainder of his life in the 
state penitentiary. 

*-* The negro boldly admitted to 
ca the authorities that he had either 

killed or assisted in the Killing of 

eleven of his fellow megro farm 
& laborers who were held in peon- 
“age on the “murder farm,” and it 
was very largely on the strength 
®f his testimony that Williams was 
convicted. 

Manning’s only defense was that 
‘he was completely dominated by 
Williams, that he did the murders 
‘py Williams’ orders, under coer- 
cion and in the fear of his own 
life. 

He made a clean breast of the 
gruesome happenings for which he 
and his master were jointly re- 
sponsible; and it was proper that 
the sentence of the two should be 
the same. 3 

Had he committed no wrongful 
act as a free moral agent, but 
killed only under the influence of 
a master mind, it would have been 
unsafe and manifestly unwise for 
the jury to have set him free. 

Any human being who has com- 
mitted eleven murders, regardless 
of the circumstances under which 
the murders were committed, is 
unsafe to be at large. 

To him human life is essentially 
too cheap; he is too inured to hu- 
man butchery, to be a safe mem- 
ber of society. . 

The jury did right in decreeing 
that the remainder of his mis- 
directed life shall be spent in the 
penitentiary. 

That is the best place for such 
a man.

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TO PURIFY THE BALLOT. 

The effort to encourage the en- 
actment of a corrupt practices act 
by the general assembly of Geor- 
gia, applicable to primary as well 
ag general elections, is entitled to 


ratification of the primary election 
verdict. , 

The same is true of most of the 
states where the primary gener- 
ally controls the result. 

The purpose of anti-corrupt 
practices legislation, whether 
state or national, is mainly to pre- 
vent precisely the thing that hap- 
pened in Michigan. 

In other words. its object is to 
purify and protect the sanctity of 
the ballot-box by making it impos- 
sible for a very rich man, or a 
man supported by powerful inter- 
ests, legally either to buy office 
or to hold an office bought for 
him! ‘ 

If such legislation is necessary 
to safeguard the general election, 
which undoubtedly it is, then in 
most of the states {it is infinitely 
more necessary that the primaries 
be similarly safeguarded. 

Senator Harris says in his letter 
that many of the states are now 
preparing measures to meet the 
conditions imposed by the New- 
berry condition; and the general 
assembly of Georgia can do no 
better than to follow suit by act- 
ing in accordance with this, sug- 
gestion.

OLD CLOTHES HELP. 

The appeal for old clothes for 

the Armenians, sounded by the 
“old clothes” committee of' the 
Armenian relief campaign organi- 
zation in Atlanta, suggests a sim- 
ple means whereby our people can 
render valuable service to a most 
worthy cause. It should «meet 
with city-wide response. 
, In times past Atlantans, in com- 
mon with the good people of the 
whole country, have contributed 
liberally in money with which to 
provide food for ‘the helpless vic- 
tims of famine in central Europe; 
but clothing is almost as great a 
necessity as food, and the funds 
contributed have not been suiffi- 
cient to provide both in quantity 
sufficient to meet absolute re- 
quirements. 

In most American households 
there is much cast-off raiment 
that is. practically valueless to the 
owner, but that would do splendid 
service in the hands of the Armen- 
ians, millions of whom are almost 
without clothing to protect their 
bodies from the elements and 
without means whereby to pro- 
vide it. | 

In this land ‘of prosperity and 
plenty, clothing is customarily dis- 
carded when it becomes slightly 
worn or “out of style,” and dispos- 
ed of—given away or sold for a 
mere pittance—as “old rags,” 

In most instances such’ clothing 
is still serviceable, and many a 
coat or dress that is put aside as 
worthless here would provide 
warmth and comfort and happiness 
fog the unfortunate mothers and 
children. of hapless Armenia. 
Collections of this material are 
being made concurrehtly in all im- 
portant population centers in the 
United States, the clothing to be 
rushed to New York, there to be 
cleaned and hastened across the 
ocean on its mission of salvation 
and relief. 

The urgency of the situation jis 
indicated by the appeal to Atlan-, 
tans by Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, 
chairman of the committee in 
charge of the old clothes collection 
work in Atlanta, who said: | 
“T want every home in Atlanta to 
be represented in the shipment that 
is made from our city. It is not nec- 
essary to have clothing cleaned be- 
fore sending it to us, as alt the 
bundles will be cleaned in New York 
before they are shipped. But I do 
want to urge upon the housewives 
of Atlanta the necessity of sending 
only wearable clothing. It is use- 
less to send torn clothing or things 
that need mending, as the people of 
Armenia are in such a terrible con- 


dition that they have not the where- 
withal to mend the clothes.” 


Mrs. Richardson also asks would-

TREATMENT OF BIRTH MARKS. 


Nevus (older spelling, naevus) is 
the medical term for birthmarks. 
There are two types of nevi, the 
pigmented mole or stain, and the 
vascular nevus or port wipe mark. 

The pigmented mole may ‘be any 
size from a stain the size of half 
the fingernail to a wartlike mark 
the size of the hand, on any part 
of the body, but most frequently on 
the forehead, neck and back. They 
sometimes appear only some months 
after birth. They seldom change in 
size or character when once develop- 


ed, although there is a certain ten- 
dency for moles to undergo malig- 
nant degeneratian (become cancers) 
in. persons of middle age or older, 
and this is particularly true of blue 
or black moles. 

Small brown moles. may be re- 
moved by electrolysis, by fulgura- 
tion (an electric treatment used only 
by physicians), or by the actual 
cautery (incandescent heat). No one 
except a surgeon or physician may 
safely attempt the removal of these 
birthmarks. Large moles, especial- 
ly when they are warty or rough 
or covered with hairs,“may also be 
removed by electrolysis, but in most 
cases the best results are obtained 
from X-ray alone, or sometimes from 
operation followed by X-ray treat- 
ment. In recent years surgeons or 
physicians have employed carbon 
dioxide snow (solidified carbonic 
acid) with much success in destroy- 
ing birthmarks without producing 
disfiguring scar. Carbon dioxide 
snow cannot be employed by any 
one without surgical training... It 
freezes the tissue to which it is ap- 
plied. , 

Vascular nevi may be small, flat 
port wine stains (capillary vessel 
dilated), or larger, thicker lesions 
made up of dilated Veins, varying 
from bright red to purple in color. 
The color disappears momentarily 
under pressure, unlike that of the 
pigmergted mole. The larger vascu- 
lar nevi collapse under pressure like 
a sponge. The skin over the mark 
is sometimes smooth, but most com- 
monly roughened like orange peel, 

Birthmarks of one kind or an- 
other are present in one-third of 
all newborn infants. Nobody can 
explain birthmarks. The only won- 
der is that any of us are born with- 
out birthmarks—that human devel- 
opment is usually so perfect to the 
smallest particular. 

A modern treatment for vascular 
nevi is the injection of hot water. 
In sOme cases electrolysis (the elec- 
tric needle) may prove successful 
or at least improve the appearance. 
Tattooing with acids gives fair re- 
sults in skilled surgical hands. In 
young babies freezing the mark with 
earbon dioxide snow for a few sec- 
ond often proves successful. X-ray 
and radium treatments have both 
been found effective in removing 
different types of vascular nevi. All 
of these treatments are obviously 
unsafe except in skilled hands. There 
is no safe treatment applicable for 
birthmarks in the hands of anv one 
who has not had proper training. 
Hideous scar formation and septi- 
cemia or blood-poisoninge are the

Merchants eyerywhere south of the 
Mason-Dixon line are realizing the 
advantages derived from shipping 
through the south’se own port rather 
than New York. Not only is cargo 
better handled in New Orleans but 
it is delivered in South America in 
less time.”

All Tuesday night, and far into 
the “wee sma’ hours” of Wednes- 
day morning hundreds of burly ne- 


groes, under the direction of their 
black “straw bosses” and the su- 
pervision of white engineers and 
constructors, labored ike a huge 
hive of buzzing bumblebees under 
the bright, white globes of the big 
street lights and_ the powerful 
search light on ‘the construction 
cars of the street rallroad company 
getting out the old curved and 
Straight sections, “frogs,” ‘Knees” 
and angles and replacing them with 
the new, immense, nine-inch, n:inety- 
pound steel tracks at this busy in- 
tersection of the city’s transporta- 
tion lines. 

W. H. Flury, who has been super- 
intendent in charge of the street 
railway lines for nearly 24 years, 
and who went to work when there 
were but 38 cars in service, where 
there are now over 300 modern cars, 
kept almost constantly on the lines, 
was here, there, and everywhere 
watching the progress of the work 
with an eye-single to the solitary 
subject of getting his early car 
service. for workers and business 
men, shop keepers and schoo! chil- 
dren “routed” out along the dif- 
ferent lines leading from this inter- 
section. : 

Hurry of Night Work, 

To a ConStitution artist and writ-

All night ‘long the girls in the big 
telephone offices on the corner, “his 
honor the cop,” and a few stray pe- 
destrians heard the musical sing- 
song of the negro “straw bosses,” 
as their gangs, armed with huge 
tongs, carriéd the big sections of 
stee| tracks out and into place. 
“Pick ‘er up hyar!’ “Boys, now ye 
keep what ye got!” “Tote ‘er down 
track,’”’ “Swing roun’ agin!” 

All night long, in little or larger 
gangs, the continuous humming, 
Sing-song of the black -working 
under the black, a semi-song or 
chant, heard nowhere on earth like 
it is heard in Georgia or among the 
black bearers of the “Ki Ky Kame- 
roon” section of Central Africa, was 
in constant evidence and could be 
heard as a sort of sootning refrain 
by those who woke andgwent to 
sleep again. 

“Strange, how the negro natur- 
ally sings at his work and works 


best while singing,” said one of 
the engineers to the writer. 


“You’ve traveled far; have you 
ever heard workers, anywhere ,in 
the. world, go that?” 

Ways of the Welch. 
And then, before The Constitution

WEST DESCRIBES 
BUDGET SYSTEM 
USED BY ATLANTA 


‘The budget system as used in city 
government was explained at length 
by B.’Graham West, city comptrol- 
ler, before members of the chamber 
of commerce Wednesday alternoon 
at the twentieth forum luncheon 
given by that organization. Mr. 
West wasthe principal speaker and, 
at the conclusion of his talk, re- 
plied to several questions asked by 
citizens present. 

In his spe@eh Mr. West began by 
outlining the manner in which the 
city budget is prepared. He de- 
clared the estimate originates in the 
ofice of the comptroller, and this 
draft is submitted to the finance 
committee of council for approval 
or rejection. ¢ 

The finance committee then makes 
up a sheet which, in turn. ts sub- 
mitted to council. If approved 
there, it is necessary for the mayor 
to sign it. In the event the mayor 
vetoes the measure. council, by a 
two-thirds vote, he said, could pass 
it over the mayor’s veto. 

Mr. West stated that it is cus- 
tomary for council to accept the 
figures submitted by the finance 
committee, and rarely was any se- 
rious opposition furnished. 

John Gilmore, clerk to Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley, asked Mr. West if 
he were running the city’s finances, 
personally, did he not think that the 
expenses of running operations 
could be reduced. Mr. West replied 
that he emphatically did not, stat- 
ing that he saw no reason to gsus- 
pect any unnecessary expenses being 
included in the budget system. 

There was one defect, Mr. West 
declared, which could be remedied. 
if proper steps were taken in the 
right direction. He pointed to the 
garbage collection system at pres- 
ent in effect, and stated that be- 
cause of the existence of only one 
central crematory. much time was 
consumed in bringing all grarbare 
to this site. If a chain of cremato- 
ries was distributed throughont the 
city. It would eliminate much un- 
necessary hauling.

The commission accepted neither figure.

What have beew the earnings on even the 
commission’s meager valuation? 

During the four years, 1917-1920, the rates 
ordered by the commission have failed to 
yield an eight per cent return on their own 
minimum valuation by $1,029,500. 

In other words, under the rates fixed by 
the commission for the past four years, the 
company has had to sustain a loss, in rea- 
sonable rate of return on an undervalued 
property, amounting to more than $250,000 
a year. , 

Qn a fair valuation, which the law pre- 
scribes, but which has been used in fixing 
rates, the company’s deficit for the four 
years would Amount to a much larger fig- 
ure,

Legislation designed to place a 
mes on soft drinks, including bottled 
nes, Will be introduced in the leg- 
islature at its next session, accord- 
ing to State Senator Frank Manson, 
of Clayton county, who represent 
the Atlanta district in the state sen- 
ate, succeeding State Senator Ivan 
Kk. Allen. 

Such a tax would bring a large 
amount of revenue and the bill 
would be so framed that it would 
be paid by the manufacturer of the 
drink and not the consumer, ac- 
cording to Senator Manson.

FURTHER LOSSES 
IN STOCK MARKEI 


Shares of Recognized 
Value Steady — Contin- 
ued Curtailment in Oper- 
ation of Industries. 


New York, June 1.—Shares of 
recognized value were relatively 
steady in the stock market today 
but speculative issues recorded ad- 
ditional losses. 

Increased depression in essential 
‘industries, notably the steel and mo- 
tor, was marked by further curtail- 
ment of operations, lower price 
schedtles and more readjustment of 


dividends. 

Food specialties, such as sugars, 
were heavy. In the Hst asa 
whole, gains and losses were con- 
fusingly mixed at the irregular 
close. 

Transportation stock derived lit- 
tle or no benefit from thee«cut in 
wages ordered by the railroad la- 
bor board. Traders were expect- 
ed to hold aloof from the railroad 
division pending action regarding 
freight rates by the interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Fluctuations in the money mar- 
ket followed the recent set course, 
call loans opening at seven per cent, 
and rising to 7 1-2 in response to 
the usual belated demand. Time 
funds and commercial paper rates 
were unchanged. 

The foreign exchange market was 
strong. Sterling rallied four cents 
from its recent low and continental 
rates advanced six to 35 points, the 
Dutch rate showing especial im- 
provement. 

A new low record of 86.84 for lib- 
erty 3 1-2s featured the bond mar- 
ket. Other liberties were mostly 
lower but Victory notes strengthen- 
ed. Domestic issues as a whole 
were irregular with leading inter- 
nationals, Total sales par value 
$9,850,000. 

New York, June 1.—Further sell- 
bonds fgrced the price of 
that issue down ‘to 86.84, the lowest 
quotation in their history. This 
represents a net loss in these bonds 
over night of 66 points. 

Other liberty issues were heavy 
on increased offerings but victory 
note; held firm.

Buying Retarded. 


It will further show that so long 
as prices are still in an unstable 
condition, buying for future deilv 
ery is necessarily retarded in many 
lines.

Thus, in dis- 
trict 11 (Dallas), “the effect of the 
cold wave during April and May 
was to check the growth of. cot- 
ton,where the plant had germinated 
and to retard its germination else- 
where. In west Texas plowing and 
planting have been delayed by 
drought, while in many sections the 
cold, wet ground has delayed the 
necessary replanting.” District 
number eight (St. Louis) reports 
that “planting, cultivation and re- 
planting of cotton has been serious- 
ly delayed by the over-abundant 
precipitation.” Information receiv- 
ed from all districts indicate that 
the acreage planted in cotton has 
been considerably reduced. The re- 
sult of a recent survey in 150 coun- 
ties of Texas made by the federal 
reserve bank of Dallas show that 
the reduction in that area is about

PROBE ORDERED 
IN BOM BLAST 


Washington, June 1.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press.)—-A complete investi- 
gation of the gircumstances_ sur- 
rounding the bomb explosion yes- 
terday at the Aberdeen, Md., prov- 
ing grounds which resulted in the 
death of five persons and injury of 
ten others, was directed by Secre- 
tary Weeks today in orders to In- 
spector General Chamberlain. 

The investigation will begin im- 
mediately, as will one to be con- 
ducted personally by J. Mayhew 
Wainwright, assistant secretary of 


war. Mr. Wainwright left here late 
today fur Aberdeen to collect evi- 
dence. Previously General Wil- 
liams, chigf of or@nance, had dis- 
patched ajor William A. Borden, 
and Captain . M. Roberts, to 
the scene to make an investigation, 
and the commanding officers at 
Aberdeen had appointed a ‘ocal 
board for the same purpose. ., 

Major Borden brought the first 
details of the disaster to the de- 
partment today in an oral report 
to General Williams. While he did 
not attempt officially to fix the re- 
sponsibility in view of the separate 
investigations ordered for that pur- 
pose. he advanced a theory of the. 
cause of the explosion. The facts 
upen pda: he based his conclusions 
are regarded by ordnance experts 
as exceptional. 

Held Four Bombs. 

“The plane had been loaded with 
four bombs,” Major Borden said. 
“That on rack Nw. 1, at the right 
hxnd end of the plane, had dropped 
from the rack once. An examina- 
tion showed no apparent defect 
either of rack or bom and the 
bomb was replaced. Then it was 
dropped a second time. ~~ 

“Meanwhile the mojér had been 
started and the airplane was being 
turned around. The ‘blast from the 
propeller of the machine started the 
propeller on the bomb revolving 
A certain number of revolutions of 
the bomb’s propeller releases a 
striking rod or plunger. The pro- 
neller had apparentiv turned that 
point when the tail skid—a piece of 
metal attached to the tail of the 
airplane—swune around and struck 
the proneller of the bomp, & most 
extraordinary occurrence. 

“The blow exidentiv was all that 
was required to drive the plunger 
into the perenssion can attached to 
the fuse. The propeller had an- 
narentiv turned to a point where 
the blow would have released the 
plunger. The explosion followed.” 

Safetiesn Stopped Others. 

Safety devices on the other three 
bombs prevented their discharge, 
in the opinion of Major Borden, al- 
though they were within fifteen feet 


of the explosion.

off and that the accident happened 
while the cars were racing. 

The petition alleges that the pub- 
lication was false and malicious and 
per se chargea nim with violating 
the criminal laws of the state. The 
suit was filed through City Attor- 
ney Walter DeFore, City Recorder 
E. W. Maynard and former Con- 
gressman C. L. Bartlett, all politi- 
cal supporters of the mayor. 

Officiale of The Telegraph stated 
today they anticipated no trouble 
in disproving the mfayor’s charges: 
that the story was based upon tne 
formation given by a policeman in 
an official report to the chief of 
police. It is also denied by the 
paper that the story was printed 
in malice and with knowledge of 
its falsity.

Washington, June 1.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Senator 
Thomas E. Watson’s measure to 
monetize Liberty and Victory bonds, 
etc., ‘advance information concern- 
ing which was published exclusive- 
ly. in The Constitution early in Jan- 
uary, has just been introduced into 
the senate. It is brief and to the 


point. 

The full text of the amendment to 
the act of 1917 authorizing the is- 
suing of war bonds, providing that 
the same shall now become legal 
temder at par value for the payment 


lows: 

“Be it enaeted by the senate and 
house of representabives of the 
United States of America in con- 
gress assembled, that 

“"The act to authorize an issue of 
bonds to meet expenditures for the 
national security and defense, and 
for the purpose of assisting in the 
prosecution of the war, to extend 
credit to foreign governments, and 
for other purposes,’ approved April 
24, 1917. be amended as follows: 

“On page 1, section 1, and in line 
19 thereof, strike out the semi-colon 
after the word ‘authority’ and in- 
sert a period, and strike out in 
said line the words ‘but such bonds 
shal] not bear the circulation privi- 
lege.’ 

“In paragraph VI and in lines XII 
and XIII, strike out the words ‘cer- 
tificates of indebtedness herein 
authorized shall not bear the circu- 
lation privilege, and.’ Also strike 
out the letter ‘t’ after the word 
‘and’ in line XIII and insert a capi- 
tal ‘T’ in lieu thereof. 

“Paragraph 2. The bonds issued 
by authority of the ‘aforesaid law 
shall become legal tender for face 
value in pagment of all debts, pub- 
lic and private, except duties‘on im- 
ports and interest on the public 
debt.”
